must do when involved in a
traffic accident, The Los An.
geles Police Department empha-
sizes the need for all drivers
to become famillar with these
Vehlcle Code regulations and
lists them as follows,

Upon having an Accident, the
driver must:

Stop Immediately,

2. Glve his name, address,
roglstration number of the ve-

8. Exhibit his driver's licen.
se to the above persons, upon
request, or to police officers
at the scene.

4. Render reasonable assist.
ance to injured persons, Includ.
ing the carrying o: the making
arrangements for the carrying
of such persons to a place
where medical treatment can be
given,

8, In those cases where no
offloers are present at the scene
of a fatal or Injury accident,
make a report within 24 hours
to local police department or
State Highway Patrol office.

Fallure to comply with any
of the above requirements may
result in a charge of hit and
run driving,
